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A “CLEAN (?) PIECE OF WORK.”’ 

The shipping combine on the Great Lakes is 
already in action for this season. Members of the 
combine refuse to comply with the act passed 
at last session of parliament and grain shipments 
are held up. The necessary result is an extra de- 
pression in the price of grain. The farmers of 
Southern Alberta are making arrangements 
whereby their wheat is to be kept off the market. 
They would be well advised rather to give their 
attention to means of getting it on the market 
without paying undue transportation tolls. The 
shipping combine took from three to eight cents 
a bushel off the price the western farmer should 
have received for his wheat last season over and 
above a fair charge for the service rendered. The 
Canadian parliament attempted to deal with the 
subject by legislation at its recent session. But 
it is generally agreed that the legislation is inef- 
fective; that the combine is in control of the lake 
route; and that it is prepared to do to the farmer 
this season all that it did to him last season—and 
them some. 

In the face of this fact the Grain Growers’ 
Guide of July 25 in its Ottawa correspondence 
makes the following reference to this legislation : 

Iake Freight Rates. 

In so far as the West is concerned, the most im- 
portant piece of legislation was that placing contro! 
of rates, and shipping on the Great Lakes generally 
under the control of the Grain Commission, and the 
empowering of the government to suspend the coast- 
ing laws. This was the cleanest piece of work of this 
kind done in years. The agitation conducted against 
the shipping combine on the lakes was sustained; 
the charges made were substantially by one of the 
most capable commissions ever appointed, and the 


government gave effect in legislation to prmetically 
all recommendations. 


The trifling detail that the only effect of this 
especially clean piece of work has been to make 
the lake freight conditions of this year worse than 
those of last has apparently escaped the attention 
of the Guide. 

The situation of last year in regard to the 
Crow’s Nest reduction in railway rates is being 
repeated this year. The reduction of rail rates on 
eastbound grain was heralded as a marvelous 


achievement of the ‘‘progressive’’ party. But 


what was gained in lower rates on the railways. 


was lost in higher rates on the lake boats. This 
year a similar legislative triumph has been achiev- 
ed by the same party, with the like result, that 
with less reason the farmer is paying a higher 
lake rate than last year. But ‘‘This was the 
‘‘eleanest piece of work of this kind done in 
years.’ For how long can the Guide and its man- 


agement fool the western farmer by such ‘‘guff?’’ |

half of their constituents. Bht such work evidently 
holds no appeal to the leadership of the Progress- 
ive party or to the Grain Growers Guide. 


TOO MUCH OF THE KIND. 

In Breslau last week the populace broke into 
rioting because the cost of living is going up. 
Canadian exponents of fiat money as a cure for 
economic stresses might ponder that fact with 
profit. In most parts of the world the cost of 
living is going down. In Germany and Russia it 


is going up. And it must keep on going up in| 


those quarters while the Governments keep dilut- 
ing the currency. The faster the printing presses 
run the less their product has of purchasing pow- 
er. No doubt the Breslau wage-earners are getting 
more marks per day than they used to get per 
month. If they could eat and wear the paper they 
would of course be better off. But when they 
come to exchange Government notes for food and 
clothing they find that they have little value, aud 
have less today than they had yesterday, just be- 
cause there are more of them. As money grows 
cheap other things grow dear. As money tends to 
become worthless, the necessities of life tend to 
become unattainable. Fiat money means famine, 
if its manufacture is carried on indefinitely. 


WHO IS TO BUY? 
Another crop is growing on the prairies, and a 


big one, a considerable part of which it is hoped | 


will go to consumers in distant parts of the 
world via Vancouver. But while a successful effort 
has been made to establish a cleaning warehouse 
in Edmonton and trans-shipping facilities at the 
Pacific port, there is another necessary step in 
the process of developing the Western route 


which does not seem to be getting much attention. | 


That is, the location at Vancouver of buyers, and 
the organization there of an exchange sending 
out daily quotations and making lively bid for 
business. Not much Alberta wheat go to 
Vancouver unless it is bought by men who want 
it shipped that way. The Winnipeg dealers cannot 
be expected to try to divert traffic from the old 
route to the new one, and the Winnipeg exchange 
is the only one operating in the western provinces, 
If Vancouver wants to build up a 
trade through its harbor it will have to create the 
agency which draws trade of that kind to any 
given point. Where the buyers are there the 
wheat will go. Unless Vancouver is made a great 
grain-buying centre it can hardly hope to become 
a great grain-shipping port. And if much is to be 
done this year in the way of attracting grain traf 
fic away from the long-established eastern route it
